WIRE 


Osborn's steel wire cylindrical brushes of 
all face widths, from narrow sections to long 
brush rolls, are tools made from tool steel 
wire. The brand on a brush and 

the trade-mark* names, Master®, Monitor®, 
Matic *, Heli-Master®, Disc-Center®, Ring- 
lock®, Situft®, Sibot*, Economy®, Master®, 
Strip, and Rota-Master® are your assurance 
that you have purchased the best wire brush¬ 
ing tools that can be had. 

The steel wires in Osborn products are con¬ 
trolled materials of unsurpassed qualities 
making them especially suitable for use as 
brushing elements. Only in Osborn s brand¬ 
ed and named brushes can you purchase the 
many advantages they give. 

Brass, nickel silver, stainless steel and other 
special purpose brush wires used in Osborn 
products are the best procurable. 



All natural bristle comes from the hog. The 
best bristle comes from the coldest regions of 
China and Russia. Here the hogs are allowed 


to grow older and have longer and better 
bristle. Bristle is especially desirable in paint 
and varnish brushes because of the split ends 
or "flags'' which hold paint or varnish and 
permit it to be distributed evenly. 

CHINESE BRISTLE 

Chinese Bristle comes in several grades 
which vary in softness and quality. 

A grade of bristle is named after the prov¬ 
ince from which it comes: Tientsin Bristle 
and Tsingtau Bristle are both soft grades. 
Manchurian Bristle, while still a soft grade, 
is stiffer and heavier than Tientsin and 
Tsingtau. 

Hankow and Shanghai Bristles are medium 
stiff grades. Yunan Bristle and Chungking 
Bristle are the stiffest grades of Chinese Bristle. 

RUSSIAN BRISTLE 

The chief characteristic of Russian Bristle 
is its wearing quality, making it desirable 
for bristle brushes that do the rougher and 
coarser jobs. 

BRISTLE FROM OTHER COUNTRIES 

European, Indian, South and North American 
Bristle are used in the brush industry, each 
having its particular fields of usefulness. 

NYLON AND SIMILAR MATERIALS 

In recent years, Nylon, which is now widely 
used in paint brushes, and several other types 
of synthetic bristles, have been developed. 
These new synthetics are gaining wide ac¬ 
ceptance in industrial maintenance and 
power brushes to obtain a particular brush¬ 
ing action or to resist the action of acids or 
alkalis. 

















COMPOSITE BRUSH MATERIALS 

Ever alert to new trends, Osborn's Technical 
Department has developed composite brush 
materials known as KORFIL*. Resistant to 
moisture, grease, alkalis and degreasing 
agents, KORFIL materials are proving to 
be outstanding in the synthetic bristle field.

FIBRE 


The best way to think of the various fibres 
used in Osborn Brushes is to remember them 
as having been selected because of the dif¬ 
ference in their textures and wearing quali¬ 
ties. The following fibres are listed in the 
order of their comparative textures, from the 
finest to the coarsest. However, this listing 
does not necessarily indicate comparative 
quality or cost. 

FINE TEXTURE 

TAMPICO Fibre is one of the finer fibres 
used in Osborn Brushes and has the 
widest application. In its natural state 
Tampico is white and is so used in 
certain Osborn Brushes. In others it is 
dyed black, red or grey. 

MEDIUM TEXTURE 

PALMETTO comes from a dwarf palm 
growing in Florida and is very tough 
and flexible. 

PALMYRA comes from the Palmyra palm 
that grows in India and Ceylon and is 
coarser than Palmetto. 

COARSE TEXTURE 

BASSINE, although it comes from the 
same palm as Palmyra, is entirely dif¬ 
ferent, being coarser and stiffer. 

BASS is secured from a species of 
Piassaba palm that flourishes in Africa 
and Brazil, a palm different from the 
one that supplies Bassine. 


EXTRA COARSE TEXTURE 

RATTAN is the coarsest and stiffest of all 
fibres used in Osborn Brushes. It comes 
from a species of tropical palm native to 
the Philippine Islands. 


HAIR 


Brushes made of hair can be classified in two 
groups: those made of horsehair, and those 
made of soft hair. Horsehair has a wide range 
of uses. Soft hair is used almost entirely in 
paint and varnish brushes for fine finishing 
work. 

HORSEHAIR 

The principal sources are Australia, China, 
South America and the United States. It 
comes in various textures and colors, each 
grade and color being selected for a particu¬ 
lar use. Horsehair has good wearing quali¬ 
ties and is very satisfactory for many brush 
purposes. 

SOFT HAIR 

Soft hair used in brushes comes from fur 
bearing animals. Texture differences deter¬ 
mine the use for each kind of hair: 

CAMEL HAIR (trade name for squirrel 
hair) comes from Russia. This very 
soft hair has the ability to apply 
light vehicles such as varnish without 
leaving brush marks. 

BADGER HAIR, a very soft hair used in 
flowing varnish brushes, comes from 
Russia and Turkey. 

FITCH HAIR (trade name for a mixture 
of skunk hair and bristle) is not quite 
as soft as Camel or Badger Hair. 

OX HAIR has greater strength and stiff¬ 
ness than the other hairs. 
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HOW TO SELECT AND USE 
POWER-DRIVEN CRUSHES 


Although there are many sizes and kinds of power-driven brushes, 
there is a particular brush for each job that will last longer than any other 
brush and will do the work better and at less cost. The problem of select¬ 
ing the right brush will be easier if the facts below are considered first. 


REQUIREMENTS OF WORK TO BE DONE 

■■■■■■■■■■■■■■■I 

What is the Job— Cleaning, Removing Burrs, 
Roughing? The quality of the finish is a primary con¬ 
sideration in the selection of the proper brush. Wire 
brushes tend to maintain or increase surface rough¬ 
ness as may be required. Polishing or finishing re¬ 
quire the use of the non-metallic brushes for reducing 
surface roughness. Finish requirements of 20 micro 
inches r.m.s. or less indicate the use of non-metallic 
brushes, while coarser requirements allow the use of 
wire brushes. The material to be brushed should also 
be considered in choosing a brush. The harder ma¬ 
terials require a stronger brushing action. 


SPECIFICATIONS OF THE BRUSH 

Outside Diameter. A larger brush diameter results 
in a more efficient finishing tool. Production econo¬ 
mies are obtained through lower end-of-service costs. 
12" O.D. wire brushes are a practical size whereas 
16" to 18" O.D. is usually best for non-metallic types. 
Size for portable tools should not exceed 8" in any 
material. 

Type of Fill Material— is determined by the sur¬ 
face finish requirements. See remarks under "Surface 
Finish." Also see the "Power Brush Guide" on 
Page 10. 

Fill Density. Brushes with high density are used to 
produce finer surface finishes and also where fast cut¬ 
ting action is required, for example, burr removing 
operations. Brushes with low density offer greater 
brush flexibility. The relatively high degree of free¬ 
dom of the brush wires makes for quick and efficient 
removal of rust, scale and other incrustations from 
surfaces by the impact resulting from the whip-like 
impingement of the wires on the surface. 

Diameter of Fill Material. The lightest gage wire 


that will do the job is recommended as light gage 
wire usually lasts longer in power brushes. 

General Type of Osborn Brush. The different 
types such as Master Wheel and Monitor are de¬ 
scribed on Page 10. Brush requirements vary accord¬ 
ing to the shape, size, and clearance of the part being 
brushed. 



Shape: Wheel, cup and end are the principal shapes. 
The wheel brush is the most used. The cup shape is 
used on portable tools and the end brush gets into 
corners and hard-to-reach places. 


Trim Length: (Length of fill ma¬ 
terial extending beyond brush back 
or face plates.) A short trim makes 
a stiff fast cutting brush, while a 
long trim gives a brush the flexi¬ 
bility to contact irregular surfaces. 

Fill Density. The larger the in¬ 
side diameter, the larger is the 
area in which the cutting ends of 
wire can be secured, thereby giv¬ 
ing a more dense brushing face. 
Dense face brushes generally work 
faster and produce finer finishes.

OPERATING CONDITIONS 


TESTING ON THE JOB 

A brush should be tested on the job before it is finally 
selected as the tool for a production operation. If the 
results are not as desired, here are some changes in 
brush specifications and operating conditions which 
can be made: 

Desired Change 
in Results 

Suggested Change in Brush 
or Operating Conditions 

1. Faster action 

Use larger diameter brush 
Run brush faster 

Use brush with heavier wire 
Use brush with shorter trim 

2. Finer finish 

Use brush with lighter wire 
Try Fascut tampico brushes 
with finishing compound 
Use brush with a more 
dense fill 

3. Reach all parts of an 
irregular surface 

Use brush with longer trim, 
giving more flexibility 

4. Remove a burr in¬ 
stead of flattening it 
out or peening it over 

Use brush with shorter trim 
or, if wire brushes were 
tested, try a Fascut tam¬ 
pico brush with an abra¬ 
sive burring compound 

5. More uniform results 

Use a hand held or me¬ 
chanical fixture which 
will avoid irregular hand 
manipulation 




Effect of Brush Speed. It is important that brushes 
be operated with adequate speed. Various speeds 
should be tried to determine the one most satisfactory 
for best results. The maximum speeds listed in the 
wheel brush specification tables are given as a guide 
for safe operating conditions, but this does not mean 
that the wheels cannot be operated at somewhat 
higher speeds. When the speed of a brush is in¬ 
creased the wires become harsher acting and the face 
harder due to centrifugal force. A light gage wire at 
high speed may give as good results as a coarser wire 
at lower speed. 

Amount of Pressure Needed in Applying Work 
to Brush: For cleaning, roughing, and deburring at 
high speeds use light pressure. Where excessive 
brush pressures are found to be required, especially 
for wire brushes, it is recommended that the brush 
specifications be changed to increase the wire size 
and/or increase the brush density.

Increase Brush Effectiveness by Reversing Di¬ 
rection of Brush Rotation. Periodically changing 
the rotation direction of a wire wheel brush will in¬ 
crease the effectiveness of the brush. When a brush is 
run constantly in the same direction the wire ends 
become dull and the operator applies greater press¬ 
ure to compensate for increasing dullness. This bends 
the wire and causes unusual wear and wire breakage. 
On some jobs where automatic equipment is used it 
is possible to use reversing switches or motors to 
change the direction of rotation of the brush as often 
as necessary without stopping production. 
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HORSE POWER APPROXIMATION CHART 


Showing Power Used for Doing Brushing Work, not including losses such as those which may develop 
because of machine friction and inertia. This chart shows figures for 1 dynamic brush face doing useful work. 
For low multiples, multiply figures shown in chart by the number of inches of brush face. For long brushes, 
especially with short trim, and for conditions not simple or normal, consult with Osborn s Engineering Depart¬ 
ment.

USE A WALL BRUSH to apply 
paint or stain. Used to cover large 
flat surfaces, wall brushes are wide 
and thick so that they carry a large 
amount of paint and provide maxi¬ 
mum brushing action. 



USE A VARNISH BRUSH to apply 
varnish, lacquer, enamel or shellac. 
The bristles of a varnish brush are 


formed or trimmed to a chisel point 
so that the brush can do finer, more 
accurate work.

HOW TO TAKE CARE OF PAINT AND VARNISH BRUSHES 

Osborn Paint and Varnish Brushes are made by expert brushmakers of the finest 
materials obtainable. To obtain the long wear that they are capable of giving these 
rules for the care of brushes should be followed: 



1. Before using a new brush dip it in 
the paint and draw it across a 
rough surface several times to re¬ 
move any loose bristles. 

Note: A brush which sheds a few 
bristles when first used is 
not necessarily defective. 



Water in any form is not good for a 
bristle brush. Water causes the 
bristle to separate into bunches, 
flare and become bushy. After using 
water paint and washing a brush 
with water, immediately hang it up 
to dry with the bristle downward. 



Immediately after using a brush 

wash it out thoroughly: 

(a) Use turpentine, benzine or gas¬ 
oline to remove paint or var¬ 
nish from a brush. 

(b) Use alcohol to remove shellac. 

(c) Use water to remove water 
paints. 

(d) Use lacquer thinner to remove 
lacquer. 


When a brush is not in use, keep 
the bristles wrapped carefully in 
waxed paper to retain the original 
shape. 

5. Don't stand a brush on its bristle end. It causes 
the bristle to kink and the brush will not spread 
material properly. 

6 . Don't put a paint brush in newly slaked lime or 
acid. They will destroy the bristle.
